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OAKHAM  CONGREGATIONAL  CHURCH 


The  first  church,  or  meeting  house,  in  Oakham  was  built  by 
the  followers  of  the  Presbyterian  faith  and  was  completed  in  1763. 
It  was  a  one  story  building  with  no  heat  and  was  sometimes  referred 
to  as  the  “coffin”  because  of  the  blackened  condition  of  its  weather¬ 
beaten,  unpainted  boards. 

The  Congregational  Church  was  the  next  church  to  be  built 
and  was  erected  in  1814  on  the  rise  of  ground  twenty  eight  feet 
east  of  its  present  location  and  faced  towards  the  south. 

In  1845,  this  church  was  moved  to  its  present  site,  raised  and 
enlarged,  and  a  vestry,  town  hall  and  selectmen’s  room  built  under  it. 

A  bell  weighing  700  pounds  was  hung  in  the  belfry  in  1818 
but  in  1851  the  village  blacksmith,  sounding  the  alarm  for  a  fire, 
pounded  the  bell  so  vigorously  with  his  hammer  that  it  cracked  and 
was  replaced  in  1869  by  the  present  one  which  weighs  1,500  pounds. 

The  clock,  presented  to  the  town  by  Henry  E.  Dean  was  in¬ 
stalled  in  1905  and  is  still  in  operation,  the  only  change  being  that 
the  spring  type  mechanisms  have  been  replaced  by  electric  motors. 

The  steeple  of  the  church,  erected  in  1845,  was  damaged  by 
high  winds  in  1934  and  was  blown  down  during  the  hurricane  of 
September  1938.  Erection  of  the  present  steeple  was  completed 
in  1941. 

In  1954  voters  of  the  town,  after  being  authorized  by  the  state 
legislature,  voted  to  deed  over  to  the  Evangelical  Congregational 
Church  of  Oakham  all  rights  and  interests  which  the  town  held  in 
the  church  building  and  the  parcel  of  land  on  which  the  church  is 
located.  The  clock  remained  the  property  of  the  town. 

During  recent  years  the  auditorium  of  the  church  has  been 
remodeled  and  redecorated,  a  new  heating  system  and  organ  in¬ 
stalled,  and  the  kitchen  and  vestry  renovated. 

This  year’s  cover  sketch,  from  a  drawing  by  William  A.  Sampson, 
shows  the  Congregational  Church  as  it  now  stands.

Eight  fewer  licenses  were  issued  this  year  than  last. 
Dog  licenses  expire  on  March  31.  New  ones  are  available 
after  March  20.  Dogs  must  be  licensed  when  they  become 
three  months  old.  On  receipt  of  the  fee  and  an  addressed 
stamped  envelope,  licenses  will  be  mailed.  Information 
needed  for  writing  a  new  license  includes  the  name  and  ad- 

dress  of  the  owner  or  keeper,  and  the  name,  breed,  sex,  age, 
and  color  of  the  dog.  Checks  should  be  made  out  to  the 
Town  of  Oakham. 

A  person  who  becomes  the  owner  of  a  dog  already 
licensed  for  the  year  in  another  Massachusetts  city  or  town 
should  within  30  days  secure  a  transfer  license  and  local  tag. 
The  charge  is  25  cents.  There  is  no  charge  for  the  transfer 
of  a  license  from  one  owner  to  another  within  the  town. 
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The  owner  or  keeper  is  responsible  for  seeing  that  his 
dog  wears  around  its  neck  or  body  a  collar  or  harness  to 
which  should  be  attached  the  tag  given  with  the  license. 
The  tag  number  is  a  help  to  a  person  seeking  to  identify  the 
owner  of  a  stray  dog.  If  a  tag  becomes  lost  or  damaged  a 
duplicate  may  be  obtained  for  10  cents.

Prices  for  1959  licenses  are  the  same  as  yast  year. 

However,  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  has  empha¬ 
sized  in  recent  bulletins  that  an  increase  in  the  prices  of 
licenses  is  necessary  if  present  programs  are  to  be  continued 
and  an  adequate  reserve  fund  maintained. 

Except  for  the  duplicate  series,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
apply  in  person  for  a  license  provided  that  the  information 
needed  for  writing  the  license  is  sent.  Licenses  will  be 
mailed  upon  request. 

A  supply  of  the  1959  edition  of  “Massachusetts  Fish 
and  Game  Laws”  was  received  in  January  for  distribution. 
The  pamphlet  contains  'extracts  of  the  laws  likely  to  be  of 
greatest  interest  to  sportsmen.  Listed  on  the  back  cover 
are  the  names,  addresses  and  telephone  numbers  of  state 
conservation  officers.

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from  the  present  owners.  (The  way  involves  two  ten- 
foot  strips  on  either  side  of  Robinson  Bridge.) 

Article  23 

The  motion  was  made  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  raised 
and  appropriated  to  make  improvements  to  Lupa  Road. 
After  some  discussion  the  motion  was  defeated  in  a 
voice  vote.  One  was  in  favor;  many  were  opposed. 

A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Roger  Lonergan, 
Stanley  Jamara,  Ralph  Young,  Ed  Sykes,  Michael  DeMarco, 
men  of  the  Highway  Department,  the  Village  Improvement 
Society,  and  to  all  others  who  helped  in  the  improvements 
to  the  Henry  Wright  Memorial  Park. 

The  Moderator  called  the  attention  of  the  meeting  to 
the  fact  that  Oakham  was  tied  with  Richmond  for  a  first 
place  award  in  the  1957  town  report  contest  conducted  by 
the  Massachusetts  Selectmen’s  Association. 

The  Town  Clerk  mentioned  a  letter  received  on  March  1 
from  L.  Douglas  Meredith,  president  o  fthe  New  England 
Council  for  Economic  Development,  which  stated  that 
Oakham  had  received  a  first  place  award  in  the  1958  munici¬ 
pal  report  competition  conducted  by  the  Council. 

Total  amount  to  be  raised  and  appropriated — $80,311.82 
which  is  $7,710.67  more  than  was  voted  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  on  March  4,  1957.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  was  organized  with  Roger  H. 
Lonergan  Chairman  and  Clerk,  Walter  W.  Nelson  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Roger  H.  Lonergan  Welfare 
Prudential  Committee  Member. 
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The  usual  duties  of  town  government  were  carried  on 
throughout  the  year.  Regular  meetings  were  held  on  the 
second  and  fourth  Tuesdays  of  each  month  and  special 
meetings  were  held  as  required.  The  following  is  a  sum¬ 
mary  of  more  important  affairs  and  accomplishments  of  the 
year. 


Finances 

A  routine  audit  of  all  accounts  of  the  town  was  carri^ 
out  by  the  State  Examiners  during  the  month  of  April. 
The  final  report  of  this  audit  was  received  from  the  Director 
of  Accounts  in  August  and  indicated  a  shortage  of  $187.30 
in  the  accounts  of  the  Tax  Collector  and  of  $6,659.76  in  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  submitted  his  resigna¬ 
tion  effective  April  30th  and  a  temporary  treasurer  and  a 
temporary  tax  collector  were  appointed  on  May  first.  Since 
the  town  auditor  submitted  his  resignation  in  order  to 
take  over  the  duties  of  tax  collector  a  temporary  auditor 
was  also  appointed. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  final  report  of  the  Director  of  Ac¬ 
counts  a  claim  was  submitted  to  the  surety  company  holding 
the  bonds  for  the  offices  of  treasurer  and  tax  collector  and 
payments  covering  the  full  amounts  of  the  losses  were  re¬ 
ceived  on  September  25th. 

Under  the  conditions  it  was  considered  advisable  to 
adopt  the  state  system  of  accounting  at  this  time.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  under  the  authority  granted  to  the  Board  by 
Vote  of  the  town  under  Article  19  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  March  7,  1955  the  Director  of  Accounts  was 
petitioned  to  install  the  system  and  it  was  put  into  operation 
on  ]\Iay  first. 

Mr.  Roger  F.  Langley,  Town  Accountant  for  the  Town 
of  Barre,  was  appointed  Accounting  Officer. 

The  Board  approved  a  total  of  27  selectmen’s  warrants 
authorizing  the  payment  of  $152,631.24  during  the  year.

General  maintenance  of  the  town’s  43.89  miles  of 
roads  was  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  unfinished 
section  of  South  Road  was  completed;  a  1,400  foot  section  of 
Spencer  Road  was  reconstructed  and  preliminary  work  on 
the  construction  of  the  remaining  section  of  Spencer  Road 
was  started,  all  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  90  Con¬ 
struction.  Also  about  600  feet  of  graveled  roads  were  surface 
treated  using  Chapter  81  maintenance  funds. 

Present  plans  call  for  the  completion  of  Spencer  Road 
and  possibly  some  work  on  the  reconstruction  of  New  Brain¬ 
tree  Road  under  Chapter  90  Construction. 

Under  an  agreement  made  in  1956  the  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  treated  all  sections  of 
town  roads  where  utility  lines  are  in  existance  with  weed 
and  brush  eradicator.

Work  was  continued  on  Wright  Park  ball  field  using 
funds  appropriated  by  the  town  and  the  remainder  of  the 
money  received  from  the  Village  Improvement  Society  in 
1957.  The  drainage  system  was  completed,  a  backstop 
was  erected  and  the  infield  was  loamed  and  seeded.  The 
Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  organiza¬ 
tions,  contractors  and  individuals  who  assisted  in  the  work. 

Shortly  after  the  first  of  the  year  the  Board  appointed 
Richard  G.  Riley  representing  the  Planning  Board,  Roger 
H.  Lonergan  representing  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Charles  R.  Dean  to  represent  the  town  at  meetings  of  the 
Upper  Quaboag  River  Watershed  District.  A  survey  of 
the  extent  of  the  damage  done  by  the  flood  of  August  1955 
and  of  the  damage  that  might  be  done  by  possible  future 
floods  was  made  by  the  Planning  Board  and  a  report  was 
submitted  to  the  District. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  two  sites  for  possible  flood  re¬ 
tention  dams  were  in  consideration,  one  on  Maynard  or 
Lincoln  Brook  just  north  of  Lincoln  Road  and  the  other 
at  the  north  end  of  Browning  Pond  and  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  land  damages  was  being  prepared. 

In  addition  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Board 
called  special  meetings  on  January  8,  when  it  was  voted 
to  establish  a  Planning  Board,  and  on  July  3  and  November 
25  for  routine  transfers  of  funds.

The  Planning  Board  takes  pleasure  in  submitting  its 
first  report  to  the  citizens  of  Oakham.  The  Board  held 
its  first  meeting  on  March  24,  1958.  Regular  meetings  of 
the  Board  were  scheduled  for  the  third  Thursday  of  every 
month  at' 8:00  p.m.  in  Memorial  Hall. 

One  of  its  first  duties  was  assisting  the  local  flood  con¬ 
trol  committee  for  the  Upper  Quaboag  River  Watershed 
Association.  All  property  owners  bordering  the  Five  Mile 
River  were  interviewed  by  members  of  the  Board. 

Robert  Wile  was  appointed  to  study  the  traffic  prob¬ 
lem  at  the  intersection  of  Rt.  122  and  North  Brookfield 
Road. 

The  Board  worked  for  several  months  in  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  Rules  and  Regulations  for  Subdivision  Control.  Mr. 
Donald  Kirby  and  Mr.  Chester  Jones  of  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Commerce  were  consulted  and  approved  the  final 
draft.  A  public  hearing  was  held  on  November  6,  1958,  at 
which  time  these  Rules  and  Regulations  were  submitted  to 
the  voters.  The  Register  of  Deeds  and  Land  Court  were 
duly  notified  according  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41A. 
These  Rules  and  Regulations  for  Subdivision  Control  went 
into  effect  November  25,  1958.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ACCOUNTING  OFFICER 

To  the  Citizens  of  Oakham: 

I  am  herewith  submitting  my  report  as  your  Accounting 
Officer  for  the  period  May  1,  1958  to  December  31,  1958. 

Following  an  audit  of  the  town  accounts  by  State  Aud¬ 
itors  in  April  1958,  the  State  System  of  Accounting  was  put 
into  effect  May  1st.  This  is  a  splendid  method  of  keeping 
the  accounts  of  the  town.  Your  accounting  officer  is  required 
to  keep  careful  records  of  the  expenditures  for  each  ap- 
pripriation  and  to  classify  expenditures  acording  to  object. 
This  is  done  substantially  in  accordance  with  a  system 
prescribed  by  the  Director  of  Accounts  to  permit  uniform 
reporting. 

In  similar  manner  each  receipt  is  recorded  and  classi¬ 
fied  according  to  the  plan  in  a  Classification  Register. 

The  outstanding  debt  of  the  town  as  of  December  31, 
1958  stands  at  $22,000.00.  Of  this  amount  $15,000.  is  in¬ 
side  the  debt  limit,  and  $6,500.  outside  the  debt  limit. 

As  accounting  officer  I  have  submitted  regular  semi¬ 
monthly  treasury  warrants,  which  list  current  bills,  to  the 
Selectmen  for  their  examination  and  approval.  Payment  of 
all  approved  bills  are  then  made  by  the  Treasurer.  When 
bills  are  first  received  they  are  carefully  checked  as  to  ac¬ 
curacy,  and  to  see  if  they  are  properly  authorized  to  be  paid 
from  available  funds. 

At  various  times  during  the  year  I  have  issued  state¬ 
ments  to  town  officials  showing  expenditures  that  have  been 
made,  and  the  balances  in  appropriation  accounts 

It  has  been  an  interesting  experience  to  be  your  ac¬ 
counting  officer  and  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the 
cooperation  I  have  received  from  town  officers.

The  year  1958  saw  the  final  cleanup  of  the  Salk  anti¬ 
polio  program  for  the  children  whose  parents  desired  this 
protection  for  their  children.  The  Board  of  Health  obtained 
and  distributed  18  c.c.  of  free  vaccine  to  be  administered  by 
the  family  physicians.  A  new  ruling  was  made  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  during  the  year  whereby  free  vaccine  is  now 
limited  to  infants  under  one  year  of  age  and  expectant  moth¬ 
ers.  Payment  for  vaccine  and  administration  is  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  each  individual,  except  for  the  two  classes  noted 
above.  (Any  change  in  the  latest  ruling  by  the  State  Board 
will  be  announced  in  the  local  news  by  the  local  Board.) 

There  were  a  few  cases  of  contagious  diseases  among 
children  last  year,  mumps,  measles,  chicken-pox  etc.  The 
Board  of  Health  thanks  those  who  reported  such  cases,  and 
asks  the  co-operation  of  others  who  failed  to  do  so  as  re¬ 
quired  by  law. 

After  receiving  some  complaints  about  conditions  at  the 
town  dump  the  Board  of  Health  discussed  various  plans  to 
correct  the  situation.  First  a  new  location  was  considered, 
but  after  diligent  search  no  suitable  new  location  could  be 
found.  The  only  solution  was  to  improve  the  present  location. 
This  has  been  done  by  making  a  new  road  for  the  dump  iscK 
lating  it  from  view  of  traffic  to  homes  beyond  and  also  pro¬ 
viding  for  rotary  access  and  exit  for  the  convenience  of  the 
townspeople. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  those  who  are  helping  to 
keep  our  dump  clean  by  throwing  all  rubbish  well  off  the 
road.

This  is  the  fourth  Annual  Report  of  this  Welfare  Agent 
as  the  duly  authorized  official  representing  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  for  the  calendar  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1958. 

BRIEFS 

The  Medical  Care  Plan  has  been  revised  whereby  the 
Director  of  the  Division  of  Hospital  Costs  and  Finances  has 
increased  nursing  home  costs  from  $5.75  to  $6.50  per  day 
beginning  January  1,  1959. 

After  careful  deliberation  made  by  the  Director  of  the 
Division  of  Costs  and  Finances  it  was  also  necessary  for 
that  Division  to  increase  hospital  rates  throughout  Massa¬ 
chusetts  becoming  effective  January  1,  1959. 

I  believe  we  all  realize  that  any  increase  in  Social 
Security  benefits  or  any  other  form  of  income  to  the  re¬ 
cipient  of  public  assistance  means  a  corresponding  decrease 
in  the  amount  of  his  or  her  public  assistance  check. 

Three  factors  make  provision  for  the  needy  aged  im¬ 
perative.  First,  greater  longevity;  second,  the  lessened  pos¬ 
sibility  of  accumulating  savings ;  and  last  but  not  least,  the 
terrifying  medical  cost.  We  are  all  familiar  with  the  various 
much-publicized  programs  for  caring  for  the  aged  which  have 
sprung  up  because  of  the  urgency  for  some  plan.  The  Federal 
Government’s  assistance  programs  fall  far  short  of  the 
dreams  of  most  pension  advocates.  It  assumes  responsi¬ 
bility  only  for  the  minimum  needs  of  those  actually  in  want. 
Although  the  small  check  the  mailman  brings  to  the  door 
of  the  aged  person  each  month  may  be  far  from  adequate, 
yet  millions  of  old  people  are  relieved  of  haunting  fears  by 
this  program. 

This  is  a  word  of  thanks  to  all  local  organizations  and 
individuals  who  helped  make  the  holiday  of  Christmas 
merrier  for  some  unfortunate  families  in  need.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Oakham : 

This  is  the  fifty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  series  and 
my  eleventh. 

The  teaching  staff  and  the  custodian  have  remained  the 
same  for  1958.  There  were  also  no  changes  in  the  member¬ 
ship  of  the  school  committee  or  the  transporters  of  the 
pupils.  Mrs.  Shirley  Wareing,  the  cafeteria  manager,  resigned 
in  November  and  Mrs.  Esther  Mann  was  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  Mrs.  Wareing  was  very  efficient  and  the  school 
officials  accepted  her  resignation  with  regret. 

There  were  twenty-three  tuition  students  at  Wachusett 
Regional  High  School  and  nine  at  North  Brookfield  High. 
Reports  from  these  schools  state  that  the  Oakham  pupils  are 
doing  satisfactory  work. 

The  Standardized  Achievement  Tests  were  given  to  the 
pupils  in  Grades  7  and  8.  They  scored  several  points  higher 
than  the  medium  in  reading  and  arithmetic. 

Oakham  is  fortunate  in  having  such  a  thorough  corps  of 
teachers  and  a  cooperative  group  of  pupils  and  parents  who 
assist  in  preparing  pupils  for  high  scholastic  standards. 

The  Rinehart  System  of  penmanship  is  proving  that  a 
penmanship  system  is  needed  to  get  results  in  this  subject. 

The  School  Committee  has  been  very  liberal  in  providing 
the  pupils  with  up  to  date  books,  workbooks  and  supplies. 
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Due  to  an  increased  number  of  pupils  Mrs.  Barbara  S. 
Schwartz  has  been  assisting  in  remedial  work  one  half  a  week 
since  November.  Our  teachers  are  the  only  ones  in  the  Union 
who  have  two  or  three  grades  in  the  same  room. 

Open  Meetings 

Chapter  626  of  the  Acts  of  1958  (An  Act  providing 
that  certain  meetings  of  public  boards  and  commissions 
shall  be  open  to  the  public)  becomes  effective  January  fifth. 
Commissioner  Owen  B.  Kiernan  states,  “It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  even  closer  and  more  significant  relationships  may  be 
developed  as  a  result  of  this  legislation.’’ 

OAKHAM  PRINCIPAL’S  REPORT  —  1958 

Our  school  has  an  enrollment  of  98  pupils  taught  by 
three  teachers.

We  have  also  sold  Christmas  Cards  and  used  the  profits 
for  educational  films,  one  each  month.

We  have  had  a  busy  but  good  school  year. 

MUSIC  —  Miss  Ruth  S.  Innes, 

Supervisor  of  music  reports : 

Correct  use  of  the  singing  voice,  music  reading  radiness 
in  the  primary  grades  and  application  of  skills  in  the  inter¬ 
mediate  grades  are  all  part  of  the  singing  activities. 

Rhythmic  training  is  provided  through  free  rhythmic 
movement,  folk  dances,  games  and  rhythm  band  activities. 

A  comprehensive  record  library  is  now  avilable  to  Gr. 
IV-VIII  which  provides  the  children  with  an  adequate  sam¬ 
pling  of  the  world’s  best  music  presented  in  a  graded  and 
fascinating  manner. 
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Mrs.  Hawkes'  class  sang  at  the  Graduation  Exercises 
and  the  entire  schol  sang  at  the  Memorial  Day  Exercises  and 
Christmas  Program. 

Under  the  competent  instruction  of  Mr.  Richard  Bow¬ 
den,  approximately  fifteen  instrumental  students  meet  week¬ 
ly  in  beginning  or  advanced  classes  of  string,  woodwind  and 
brass  instruments.  Opportunities  for  performance  were  pro¬ 
vided  in  Spring  Concerts  in  the  neighboring  towns  of  the 
school  union  and  the  Christmas  Program. 

ART  —  Mr.  George  N.  Morris, 

Supervisor  of  Art  reports: 

This  is  the  third  school  year  during  which  I  have  served 
as  art  supervisor  for  this  school  union.  In  addition  to  teach¬ 
ing  the  art  classes,  every  other  week  as  nearly  as  possible,  I 
have  tried  to  re-orient  the  thinking  of  the  teachers  concern¬ 
ing  art  instruction.  Because  of  the  developments  in  art 
education  during  the  last  20  years  this  has  been  necessary. 
Most  of  the  teachers  in  the  union  received  their  training 
before  these  recent  changes  and  were  unfamiliar  with  the 
aims  of  art  education  today.  Because  of  this  continuing 
weakness,  and  from  the  vantage  point  of  sufficient  time  to 
study  the  other  problems  of  a  more  physical  nature,  I  sub¬ 
mitted  to  Mr.  Buker  a  list  of  suggestions  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  art  program. 

There  is  much  work  to  be  done  to  improve  the  art  pro¬ 
gram  in  Union  24,  and  I  am  eager  to  help  in  its  development. 

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

School  Health  Services  Town  of  Oakham 

Physical  examinations,  vision  and  hearing  screening 
tests,  weighing  and  measuring,  diphtheria  and  tetanus  clinics 
and  the  preschool  registration  were  implemented  in  the 
Oakham  School. 

Channing  H.  Washburn,  M.D.,  school  physician  exam¬ 
ined  the  children  in  the  first,  fourth  and  seventh  grades. 
Notices  were  sent  to  parents  whose  children  were  found  to 
have  any  physical  defect.  Some  of  the  children  in  the  first 
grades  were  examined  by  their  family  physician  before  enter¬ 
ing  the  fall  term. 
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Both  vision  and  hearing  tests  were  administered  to  the 
children  in  all  grades.  Parents  of  the  children  who  failed 
these  tests  were  notified  and  most  of  these  children  are 
under  treatment. 

The  diphtheria  and  tetanus  clinics  were  conducted  by 
the  school  physician  and  the  children  whose  parents  signed 
the  consent  slips  were  immunized. 

The  preschool  registration  which  was  scheduled  in  the 
spring  was  well  attended. 

This  fall  the  Dental  Hygiene  Program  for  the  children 
in  the  first  three  grades  was  resumed  through  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  State  Department  of  Health.  The  purpose  of  this 
program  is  to:  find  dental  caries,  promote  the  corrections  of 
dental  defects  and  to  educate  children  to  practice  correct 
dental  hygiene  procedures. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Southern  Worcester 
County  Health  Association  and  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  a  Tuberculin  Testing  Program  was  carried 
on  in  the  schools.  Many  of  the  children  received  this  test  and 
there  were  very  few  positive  reactors.  The  school  nurses 
would  like  to  express  their  thanks  to  the  volunteers  who 
assisted  them  in  this  important  program.

Circulation  for  1958  totaled  3686  volumes  issued  and 
renewals  4411.  This  was  a  total  circulation  of  8097  books 
and  denotes  an  average  weekly  circulation  of  159  books.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts

Article  2.  To  choose  on  Selectman,  one  Assessor,  one 
member  of  the  School  Committee,  one  Library  Trustee  and 
one  member  of  the  Cemetery  Committee,  all  for  three  year 
terms ;  one  member  of  the  Cemetery  Committee,  a  Collector 
of  Taxes,  Treasurer,  Auditor.  Tree  Warden,  six  Constables, 
three  Fence  Viewers  and  a  Moderator,  for  one  year  terms; 
and  one  Planning  Board  Member  for  a  five  year  term,  all 
on  one  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  choose  all  the  necessary  town  officers 
and  committees  for  the  ensuing  year  not  required  to  be 
elected  by  ballot.  ^ 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  fix  the 
salaries  ond  compensation  of  all  elective  officers  of  the  town 
as  provided  by  Section  108  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General 
Laws  as  amended;  1  Town  Clerk,  3  Selectmen,  3  Assessors, 
3  School  Committee  members,  3  Library  Trustees,  3  Ceme¬ 
tery  Committee  members,  1  Moderator,  1  Tax  Collector,  1 
Treasurer  and  1  Auditor,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  therefor.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury 
such  sums  of  money  as  are  necessary  to  pay  charges,  ex¬ 
penses  and  outlays  of  the  several  town  departments  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow 
during  the  current  fiscal  year,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue 
of  said  year  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  current  expenses  of  the  town,  giving  the  note  or  notes 
of  the  town  therefore,  these  notes  to  be  paid  from  the 
revenue  of  said  fiiancial  year. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the 
treasury  a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  81  Highway  Mainte¬ 
nance  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the 
treasury  a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90  Highway  Mainte¬ 
nance  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the 
treasury  a  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  Spencer 
and  New  Braintree  Roads  under  Chapter  90  Highway  Con¬ 
struction  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $50.00  or  any  amount  for  the  Oak¬ 
ham  Civilian  Defense  Organization  or  take  any  action  rela- 
tice  thereto. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $800  or  any  other  amount  to  be 
used  to  pay  the  accrued  interest  due  during  the  fiscal  year 
on  its  Oustanding  Funded  and  Fixed  debts  and  on  any 
temporary  loans  which  may  be  necessary  during  the  year, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  to  pay  the  notes  of 
the  town  coming  due  during  the  fiscal  year,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
apropriate  the  sum  of  $400  or  any  other  amount  to  com¬ 
plete  the  repairs  and  improvements  to  Henry  Wright  Ball 
Park,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropri¬ 
ate  the  sum  of  $1,000  or  any  other  amount  from  the  Over¬ 
lay  Surplus  for  the  purposes  of  a  Reserve  Fund,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  transfer 
the  sum  of  $1500.00  or  any  other  amount  from  the  High¬ 
way  Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery  Account, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
and  instruct  the  Assessors  to  take  the  sum  of  $5,000  or 
any  other  amount  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  for 
the  purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  levy  for  the  current  year, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
any  trust  funds  which  may  be  left  to  the  town  for  the  care 
of  cemeteries  or  for  any  other  purpose. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a 
set  of  rules  governing  the  use  of  the  town  dump  and  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  enforcement  of 
said  rules,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish 
a  committee  to  make  preparations  for  the  observation  of 
the  town's  Bicentennial  Anniversary  in  1962  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  the 
folowing  amendment  to  the  Town  By-Laws,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto:

CHAPTER  V 
Board  of  Appeals 


Section  1 

A  Board  of  Apepals  is  hereby  established  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41,  Section  81Z,  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws,  consisting  of  three  members  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one  for  a  term  of  three  (3)  years, 
one  for  a  term  of  two  (2)  years  and  one  for  a  term  of  one 
(1)  year  and  thereafter  one  to  be  appointed  each  year  for 
a  term  of  three  years. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting 
attested  copies  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  said  town, 
seven  days  at  least  before  time  of  holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant, 
with  your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk,  at  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  meeting  as  aforesaid.
